MAY it please the Kin^\s MT)st Exeellcnt Majesty 
that it may be enac^ted and be it enaeted by His 
Excelleney Sir William Grey-Wilson, Knight Com-

In case a Registrar dies, or otherwise ceases to 
hold his office, his deputy shall act as Registrar in his 
place until the appointment of another Registrar is 
made and notified by the (lovernor. 

12. It shall be lawful for any Marriage Officer 
other than a Magistrate to resign his ai)pointment as 
such. Any such resignation shall be notified in the 
Gazette, and shall take effect from the date of publica- 
tion. 

13. Every Marriage Officer who owes his ap- 
pointment to the fact of his being a minister of reli- 
gion acting for a congregation, shall, if he ceases to 
act or to have such superintendence, ipso facto vacate 
his appointment as Marriage Officer, and shall notify 
the Registrar-General that he has ceased to act or to 
have such superintendence as aforesaid ; provided 
always that nothing in this section shall be regarded 
as applying to a Marriage Officer intending to be 
temporarily absent as mentioned in section 14 of this 
Act and who has duly notified to the Registrar-Gene- 
ral his intention to temporarily cease to act for or 
have local superintendence over a congregation.

tificate of the kind referred to in section 16 of this 
Act ; provided always that nothing herein contained 
shall be deemed to constitute any such person as a 
Marriage Officer within tke meaning of section 14 of 
this Act. 

(3) Ministers of religion wko desire to be ap- 
pointed as Marriage Officers subject to the exception 
hereinfore mentioned may be appointed as Marriage 
Officers for all purposes connected with the issue of a 
Marriage Officer's certificate such as is referred to in 
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section 16 of this Act and all matters and duties and 
powers anterior or incidental to such issue. Every 
minister appointed with the limitations aforesaid shall 
for all purposes be deemed to be a Marriage Officer 
within the meaning of this Act with respect to the 
mailers, duties and powers aforesaid. 

F. Every person appointed as Marriage Officer 
or as Marriage Oflicer subject to the limitations afore- 
said, shall notify the Registrar-Crcneral of his address 
and of every change therein. If any Marriage Officer 
does not notify his address as aforesaid the Governor 
may cancel his appointment.

20. Persons who have reached the age of twen- 
ty-one years and widowers and widows may marry 
without the consent of others. 

Where a person under twenty-one years of age 
not being a widower or widow intends to marrv, the 
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father, or if the father is dead the lawful guardian or 
jj;iiardians, or if there is no such guardian, the mother 
of such person shall have authority to consent to the 
marriage of such person, and such consent, is hereby 
required unless there is no person authorised to give 
it resident in the Colony. 



If the parent or guardian whose consent is neces- 
sary is non covipos luentis, or unreasonably withholds 
consent to the marriage of any person, either party to 
the intended marriage may refer the matter to the 
Chief Justice who shall decide upon the same in a 
summary way, and if the proposed marriage appears 
upon examination to be proper the Chief Justice shall 
certify the same, and his certificate shall be as good 
and effectual as if the necessary consent had been 
given. 

Where either of the parties to a marriage is under 
twenty-one years of age not being a widower or 
widow, and is married under this Act without the 
consent of the ]>erson having authority to consent, it 
shall be lawful for the Supreme Court, on an informa- 
tion by the Attorney Crcneral, to declare a forfeiture 
of all interests in any j)roperty accpiircd by such mar- 
riage by the other party thereto, and to secure the 
same for the benefit of the party sounder twenty-one 
years of age, and of the issue of the marriage. 

21. Any person may notify his objection to an Procedure to 

intended marriage by giving notice of objection to ^« followed 

the Registrar or Marriage Officer publishing the notice laoijenTo 

of banns. objection. 

A Registrar or Marriage Officer shall disregard 
all objections to an intended .marriage not appearing 
on the face of the notice, unless — 

(a) They are stated prior to the issuing of the 
certificate of publication, 

(b) They are stated in writing by the person 
making the same, 
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(c) The person making the same appears per- 
sonally to lodji^e the vsame with the Registrar 
or Marriag;e Offieer, and in his presenee makes 
and subscribes a declaration as nearly as may 
be in the form set forth in Schedule H to 
this Act, which the Registrar or Marriage 
Officer shall endorse on the written statement 
of objections. 

With regard to objecticms timely and duly made 
as above provided, the following provisions shall ap- 
ply :— 

(a) Where the objection does not set forth a 
legal impediment to a marriage between the 
parj^ies intending to solemnize marriages or 
a refusal of coUvScnt on the part of any person 
whose consent is required to such marriage, 
the Registrar or Marriage Officer shall sus- 
pend the issue of his certificate pending de- 
cision upon the objection and make sucli in- 
cpiiry thereabout as he sees fit, antl himself 
decide thereupon. 

(b) Where the objection sets forth any legal 
impediment to a marriage b'jtween the par-

62. — (i) Subject to the provisions of this section, 
where the assured elects to abandon the subject-mat- 
ter insured to the insurer, he must give notice of 
abandonment. If he fails to do so the loss can only 
be treated as a partial loss. 

(2) Notice of abandonment may be given in writ- 
ing, or by word of mouth, or partly in writing and 
partly by word of mouth, and may be given in any 
terms which indicate the intention of the assured to 
abandon his insured interest in the subject-matter in- 
sured unconditionally to the insurer. 

(3) Notice of abandonment must be given with 
reasonable diligence after the receipt of reliable in- 
formation of the lo.ss, but where the information is of 
a doubtful character the assured is entitled to a rea- 
sonable time to make inquiry. 

(4) Where notice of abandonment is properly 
given, the rights of the assured are not prejudiced by 
the fact that the insurer refuses to accept the aban- 
donment. 

(5) The acceptance of an abandonment may be 
either express or implied from the conduct of the in- 
surer. The mere silence of the insurer after notice is 
not an acceptance. 
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(6) Where notice of abandonment is aceepted 
the abandonment is irrevocable. The acceptance of 
the notice conclusively admitsliability for the loss and 
the sufficiency of the notice. 

(7) Notice of abandonment is unnecessary where, 
at the time when the assured receives inforrhation of 
the loss, there would be no possibility of benefit to 
the insurer if notice were given to him. 

(8) Notice of abandonment may be waived by 
the insurer. 

(9) Where an insurer has re-insured his risk, no 
notice of abandonment need be given by him.

labour for any term not exeeeding six months. Pro- 
vided that no proseeution of any sueh offenee shall be 
begun or proceeded with, after the secured loans, in- 
terest and ex])enses shall have been satisfied. 

Kxpnisos. 8. The Treasurer may, on the warrant of the 

(Tovernor in Couneil, pay to any person appointed by 
the (jovernor to earry out the ptirposes of this Act, or 
pay to the order of sueh person, any expenses that 
may be incurred in the carrying out of this Act under 
the authority of the (xovernor in Council.

9. — (i) If default should be made in payment 
of any amount due tipon the security of any such note 
as aforesaid, the Treastirer may take possession of the 
pro])erty charged as afor- said and sell the same by 
public auction or private contract and the balance 
(if any) of the proceeds of such sale, after deducting 
all necessary expenses and the principal and interest 
secured by such note, shall be paid t«> the person so in 
default his heirs executors administrators or assigns. 



(2) Nothing in this Act shall be cx)nstrued as 
affecting the rights of the (lOvernment of the Colony 
to the recovery of moneys loaned under this Act and 
the Treasurer instead of proceeding under sub-sec- 
tion I of this section, or in addition to proceeding 
tinder such sub-section if directed by the (Governor in 
Council, may deposit with the Registrar of the 
Supreme Court anv note in respect of which default 
is made, and every such note so de]X)sited shall have 
full force and effect in law to bind and affect all the 
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real and personal property in the Colony of the per- 
son who gave the same, as any judgment from the vSu- 
preme Court would have, and shall be entered up by 
the Registrar as ruch. 

10. All reimbursements received on account of Reimbnrso- 
loans made under this Act shall be paid into the "^^"^^• 
Treasurv. 



II. All sums of money heretofore expended and 
appropriated by the Governor in Council for the pur- 
poses contemplated by this Act as well as on transport, 
relief works and superintendence shall be held and 
taken to be money expended and appropriated under 
the authority of this Act. And the Governor and all 
persons acting under his authority and by his direc- 
tion are fully indemnified and saved harmless therefor 
in the same and the like manner and to all intents and 
purposes as if they had acted under the express au- 
thoritv of this Act.

12. A detailed account of all moneys expended or Accounts, 
loaned under this Act shall be laid before both Houses 
of the Legislature before the clowse of the next session 
of the Legislature.
